ifnder  the  direction  of  Dr*  Barnes  of  the  SMU  Staff  on  Statistics,  the 
i;nternal  Audit  Division  of  ASCS  is  currently  preparing  case  studies  on 
;he  application  of  statistical  sampling  to  selected  audit  situations* 

Gordon  Nolen  and  Jim  Mize  will  write  the  papers  on  these  case  studies  and 
j)erform  some  of  the  work* 

|lctually,  these  Auditors  and  others  on  the  Internal  Audit  Division  Staff 
lave  been  using  scientific  sampling  frequently  in  their  work  for  the  past 
two  years,  and  started  with  this  new  technique  about  5 years  ago*  They 
jxpect  to  have  several  case  studies  completed  and  written  up  by  the  end 
y£  this  fiscal  year*  One  or  two  of  these  case  studies  might  be  offered 
bo  the  National  Office  of  the  Federal  Government  Accountants  Association 
for  release  in  its  quarterly  official  publication  "The  Federal  Accountant"* 

^ile  this  material  might  be  too  technical  for  many  of  the  readers  of  the 
JSDA  Club  News,  we  hope  it  will  be  of  interest  to  accountants,  auditors 
and  budgetary  officials  in  USDA*  The  Internal  Audit  Division  of  ASCS  now 
jlias  five  or  six  senior  auditors  fully  trained  in  the  use  of  scientific 
! sampling,  and  four  or  five  jimior  auditors  who  are  trained  in  the  everyday 
use  of  this  technique* 

lAfter  the  second  time  around  in  auditing  the  same  account  or  operation  of 
I an  office  (such  as  the  large  Dallas  ASCS  Commodity  Office),  it  is  expected 
that  scientific  sampling  will  actually  save  some  audit  time*  It  has  al- 
ready produced  more  accurate  results  than  the  old  methods,  and  should  be 
an  aid  to  management  in  reaching  decisions  in  the  areas  of  operations  to 
which  it  is  applied*

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  is  hereby 
established  at  the  seat  of  Government  of  the  United  States  a Department 
of  Agriculture,  the  general  designs  and  duties  of  which  shall  be  to  acquire 
and  to  diffuse  among  the  people  of  the  United  States  useful  information  on 
subjects  connected  with  agriculture  in  the  most  general  and  comprehensive 
sense  of  that  word  From  the  Act  approved  May  15,  1862,  by

"Now,  therefore,  I,  John  F.  {Cennedy,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  do  hereby  designate  the  year  1962  as  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  Centennial  Year;  and  I request  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  to  plan  and  to  participate  in  appropriate 
activities  recognizing  the  anniversary  to  the  end  that  the  centennial 
may  serve  as  on  occasion  to  commemorate  the  contributions  of 
agriculture  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  every  citizen  to  the  national 
well-being,  and  to  the  development  of  emerging  nations. 

From  Presidential  Proclamation  August  25,  1961. 
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
